“ But to everybody it is evident 
that if they begin to shoot, this 
will mean the beginning of w ar,”

About Job of 
The Policeman 


A policeman has what probably 
is the toughest job In town. th e 
Lions Club was told Wednesday 
noon by Chief of Police Arthur 
Bruce, who spoke at the club’s 
regular weekly meeting in the 
Dunn Hotel. He works some 52 
hours a week, plus overtime, is 
paid less than $300 a month, and 
must buy his own uniforms. 
“He works an eight hour day, 
plus a 12-hour shift over the week­ 
end and overtime without pay if 
the need arises. He is on 24-hour 
call, seven days a week to stand 
between the residents of Sikeston 
and all kinds of trouble. For this 
cause, he would give his life if 
need be to protect the peace and 
safety of the city,” the chief said. 
The “cop” must also buy every­ 
thing he has while on duty with 
the exception of a badge, shells, 
handcuffs and flashlight batteries, 
which are furnished by the city. 
The rest, a uniform, holster, pis­ 
tol. etc., must be paid for by the 
officer himself. 
The Sikeston police department 
is also understaffed by some four 
to six officers. For the normal city, 
the recommendation is for one of­ 
ficer per 1,000 population. Sikeston 
has 12 officers to patrol and pro­ 
tect a population of over 16,000. 
However, they do get a lift over 
the weekends from the Auxiliary 
Police. 
There are three sergeants on the 
force in charge of the three eight- 
hour daily shifts. He is in charge 
of two officers, one of whom re­ 
mains at police headquarters to 
take telephone and personal com­ 
plaints, relay messages to different 
stations, 
’mug* 
and 
fingerprint 
those arrested, handle the growing 
filing system, make arrest tickets 
and many other daily duties. The 
other officer is either working in a 
car, patrolling the streets or walk­ 
ing a beat in the downtown area. 
During the after-dark hours, a 
fourth officer is placed on duty on 
the night shift in an effort to guard 
against possible break-ins. Another 
officer is on duty during the day 
shifts to hand out tickets to per­ 
sons who forget to put a nickel in 
the parking meters, and must keep 
the meters in a good working con­ 
dition and also be available at a 
moment s notice to come to the 
aid of a fellow officer and keep 
an eye out for disturbances in the 
business district. 
These officers, coupled w i t h 
Chief Bruce, who la on duty, tm 
and off, night and day, make up a 
12-man unit, handling the job of 16 
men at a salary of about eight or 
ten. They are the men in blue who 
art waiting 24 hours a day to come 
to the service or aid of any man, 
woman or child in danger.

Did you buy any groceries 
from across the

How else can these figures be 
secured, without sending a collec­ 
tor into each and every home in 
the state - and imagine the cost 
if this were done. 
Of course it has not been too 
hard to keep tabs on the purchase 
of automobiles in compliance with 
a law already on the statute books 
for licenses have to be procured 
for those and the origin of the ve­ 
hicles is thus easily traced. But

Admittedly, this is an uphill bat­

ed power if used effectively, 
So, those in Congress who op­ 
pose profligate spending are sup­ 
porting wboldheartedly the Admin 
istration’s efforts to enlist every­ 
one - with emphasis on the house­ 
wives and breadwinners - in the 
battle for Government economy. 
It is hoped that if the people 
back home are made to really un 
derstand 
that 
deficit 
spending 
means 
more 
inflation -

dollar - they 
will then demand that their Sen­ 
ators and Representatives vote a- 
gainst unessential spending.

fighting a - thus far - losing battle 
to hold federal aid voted by Con­ 
gress for housing and for airport 
construction to the amount pro­ 
posed in the Administration's bud­ 
get. 
Despite pleas for fiscal sound­ 
ness. the Senate speedily voted for 
spending which overshot the Ad­ 
ministration’s proposals - 
a n d 
would mean a red ink budget. 
And both housing 
and airport 
legislation 
- 
which also would 
breach the Administration’s spend 
ing figure • has started through 
the House of Representatives, 
Whatever 
Congress 
f i n a lly 
agrees upon, however, 
will con­ 
front a possible presidential veto. 


A presidential veto can be over­ 
ridden only by a two-thirds vote 
of both branches of Congress 
- 
something that has not yet hap­ 
pened 
since Mr. Eisenhower en­ 
tered the White House more than 
six yars ago. 
But there is real danger that this 
record may be blemished if ^Ir. 
Eisenhower should veto the hous­ 
ing 
and 
airport 
legislation 
— 
unless the ‘voice of the people’ 
from the grass-roots decrees oth 
erwise. 
This situation is what Mr. Eisen­ 
hower had in mind when he warn­ 
ed a recent press conference 
a- 
gainst reckless Government spend 
ing which makes everything more 
expensive for the housewife and 
for everyone else. 
He served vigorous notice - as 
he had done before - that he was 
going to do “every possible thing 
I car” to keep Government spend­ 
ing within its income. 
Arousing the people back home 
to combat the fiscal peril also was 
discussed by Mr. Eisenhower with 
Republican congressional leaders. 
The consensus of those present 
was summed up by Rep. Halleck 
of Indiana, the Republican House 
leader, as follows 
“It is high time that the people 
who believe in a balanced budget 
make their voices heard in 
the 
Capital.” 
Asked if Mr. Eisenhower shared 
that view, Mr. Halieck replied: 
“He did - definitely.” 
It was in this setting that the 
Senate voted approval of a six - 
year $2,675,000,000 federal housing 
program - which was more than 
SI billion above the amount recom 
mended by Mr. Eisenhower. 
And the next day it passed 
a 
ft ir-year $465 million federal aid 
to airports bill, Mr. Eisenhower 
had favored $200 million. 
These two budget unbalancing 
actions were described by Senator 
Dirksen of Illinois, the Republican 
leader, as “fiscal suicide cai 
the 
installment plan.” 
And 
he raised 
this pertinent 
question for those concerned about 
the 
nation’s 
future 
to ponder 
“When you punch a hole in the 
dyke, how many other holes will 
follow?" 
The answeres to that question, 
in the opinion of the economy sup­ 
porters, will be determined by the 
public’s reaction to rcdink speed­ 
ing programs.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

There 
are 
four reasons why President Ei­ 
senhower 
will lean heavily on 
Tom Dewey’s advice regarding a 
successor to John Foster Dulles. 
Reason No. I — It was Dewey 
w’ho sold Dulles to Ike in the first 
place. It was also Dewey who 
bellied develop the idea that Dul­ 
les was the one and only logical 
Republican to 
be 
Secretary of 
State. Dewey once told me how he 
had introduced Dulles to Arthur 
Vandenberg when the late Sena­ 
tor from Michigan was first be­ 
ginning to be the bipartisan For­ 
eign Affairs Leader of the Senate. 
“Arthur didn’t know Foster at 
that time and was a little skepti­ 
cal about him,” Dewey recounted. 
“Once t h e y got to know each 
other he became one of Foster’s 
greatest admirers.” 
It was also Dewey who picked 
Dulles to run tor the Semite in New 
York in the 
1946 
campaign in 
which he heaped so much abuse 
on elder statesman Herbert Leh­ 
man that Truman vowed never to 
take Dulles back as a bipartisan 
consultant. Again it was Dewey 
(working t h r o u g h Vandenberg! 
who made Truman reverse him­ 
self — much 
to the embarrass­ 
ment of his Press Secretary, Char­ 
lie Ross, who had announced only 
24 hours before that Dulles would 
never be taken back. 
Reason No. 2 — Dewey is close 
to John J. McCloy, head of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank, former 
high commissioner to Germany, 
a man high on the list of those 
considered for secretary of state. 
McCloy is a member 
of 
the 
liberal wing of 
the 
Republican 
party which believed in cooperat­ 
ing with the Democrats. Roose­ 
velt appointed him Assistant Sec­ 
retary of War; Truman made him 
head of the 
World 
Bank, 
then 
sent him to Germany. 
McCloy is related by marriage 
to Chancellor Adenauer, the Ger­ 
man who must 
be satisfied re­ 
garding the future of 
Berlin. 
It 
was McCloy who picked Adenauer 
to be the first Chancellor of the 


wobbly 
new 
German 
Republic 
when it first emerged from swad­ 
dling clothes. Some critics were 
skeptical, accused McCloy of fa­ 
voring a relative, but the choice 
WM • wile one. 
McCloy knows the complexities 
of German policy as well as he 
knows the banking policies of the 
Rockefeller f a m i l y which he 
serves as head of the Chase Bank. 
Reason No. 3 — Dewey also 
knows Douglas Dillon, the deputy 
under secretary of state who has 
shot up like a meteor in Eisen­ 
hower’s esteem and favor. It was 
Dewey who helped take Dillon out 
of the Dillon, Road Banking Firm 
and make him Ike’s first ambas­ 
sador to France, a job which he 
did not want to relinquish. 
The system of awarding 
am­ 
bassadorships for campaign con­ 
tributions being what it is, how­ 
ever, Dillon did relinquish it to 
take over the State Department’s 
Economic Affairs, in which job he 
has clicked famously. Dulles has 
felt much more at home with Dil­ 
lon, whom he knew in Wall Street, 
than with Chris Herter, the Un­ 
der Secretary. 
Dillon’s grandfather, S a m u e l 
Lapowski, migrated from Poland 
to become 
a Dallas merchant, 
and Dillin's father, after chang­ 
ing his name, established one of 
the most successful — and ruth­ 
less — firms in Wall Street. 
Douglas Dillon was chairman of 
the firm when it was prosecuted 
by the Justice Department, under 
Truman, along with other invest­ 
ment bankers, for mor,poUzing 
the investment market. Under Ei­ 
senhower, and after young Dillon 
became 
ambassador to France, 
a 
government 
appeal 
from the 
first court ruling in the suit was 
dropped.

Gov, 
Joe Hanley out of the race for 
Governor of New York and make 
Dewey run 
again, 
Dewey 
con­ 
ferred with Dean Acheson, then 
secretary of strte, about becom- 
ing ambassador to Britain or tak­ 
ing 
some other diplomatic 
post 
which would school him in for­ 
eign affairs. 
He argued t h a t 
Republicans 
should take more interest in for­ 
eign affairs, said he would like 
to help. Acheson, impressed with 
Dewey's sincerity, agreed to co­ 
operate. When Dewey changed his 
his mand and ran for governor 
again. 
Acheson, 
a 
Democrat, 
carried out his part of the deal 
by 
appointing 
Walter 
Gifford, 
head of the American Tel and 
Tel and a big 
Republican con­ 
tributor, to the most valued dip­ 
lomatic post of all — ambassa­ 
dor to the Court of St. James. 
Democrats howled 
with 
pain 
and anguish. 
Ever since 
then, 
Dewey has 
toyed with the idea of becoming 
secretary of state. He loves his 
law practice, is 
making 
moi: / 
for the first time and may not 
want to change. But friends who 
saw the efficient Dewey machine 
knocking Taft out of the presi- 
dential nomination in favor of a 
somewhat bewildered general in 
Chicago in 1952. know that the 
general is more heavily indebted 
to Thomas E. 
Dewey than any 
other man in the world.

Am I my brother’s keeper? Is it 
my job to know all about him? 
Not only is it necessary to know 
as much as possible about him. 
Not only does our own communal 
security rest partly in such know­ 
ledge. A new richness and com­ 
pleteness for individual experience 
awaits anyone who learns to look 
beyond his own personal — often 
too personal — environment Into 
the lives, the problems, the hopes 
of others. 


Hiis adventure begins at home 
but cannot fully fructify there. It 
demands a willingness to give, but 
what is for many harder to devel­ 
op. a willingness to receive. 
Never before in history has it 
been so necessary for mankind to 
master the perils of propinquity in 
an 
ever-shrinking, 
ever 
more 
crowded world. The excuses for ig­ 
norance about one another are dis­ 
appearing with the increase in com 
munications among all mankind. 
The dangers of ignorance also in­ 
crease 
because 
communication 
based on misconceptions tends to 
breed enmity where trust and sym­ 
pathy are needed. 
"What do I know about my bro­ 
ther?’’ This is as important a ques­ 
tion as "What does my brother 
know’ about me?** It is moreover 
a question within our own means 
to answer correctly and respon­ 
sibly.

(Pat) Switzer, Moberly plumbing 
and heating contractor. 
His efforts sparked the decision 
of the Narragansett Gymnasium 
Equipment Co.

transfer 
its

22 miles to Moberly 
from Centralia. 
The firm has announced 
that 
this spring it will leave the four 
buildings it uses in Centralia and 
go to one large factory building 
in Moberly. The structure here 
formerly 
was occupied by the 
Brown Shoe Co. 
The equipment firm leased the 
city-owned building for $1 a year, 
plus maintenance, repair and in­ 
surance costs. 
Switzer began working on the 


heating systems of the equipment 
company in Centralia nine years 
ago. He says he frequently noted 
that the firm was outgrowing its 
space. 
Last July, Switzer says, he sug 
gested to George Delph of St. 
Louis, owner of the Narragansett 
Co., 
that the factory should 
be 
moved to one building in Moberly 
At that time the Brown Shoe 
Co. building had been unoccupied 
about three years and had just 
been deeded to the city by the 
shoe concern. 


Switzer told Kenneth L. Bolin,

Under Batista the casinos paid 
a $25,000 licensing fee and a per­ 
centage of their profit to the gov­ 
ernment. The casino operators of­ 
ten paid out additional sums of 
$100,000 or more in bribes and 
graft. 
Premier Castro laid down a new 
set of rules designed to root out 
the racketeers and enrich the na­ 
tion’s treasury. 
The National Institute of Saving 
and 
Housing 
will regulate the 
casinos. 
The new division of profits has 
not been announced, but the gov­ 
ernment has been considcrig tak­ 
ing 70 per cent — allocating 40 
per cent for welfare and 30 per 
cent to promote tourism.
